2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The invention as claimed is directed to a solid-state electronic junction devoid of 
electrolytic solution comprising a first conductive component and a second conductive 
component. The first component comprises a substrate and a layer of molecular units that are 
attached through their first ends to the substrate by covalent bonding or a strong electronic 
coupling (strong electronic coupling being defined in parent application 09/755,437 which was 
incorporated by reference into the instant application). The second conductive component 
comprises a layer of at least one metal and one metal oxide in electrical communication with the 
second ends of the molecular units. The layer of at least one metal and one metal oxide has a 
conductance that reversibly changes in response to a redox reaction occurring between the layer 
of metal/metal oxide and molecular units when a voltage is applied across the electronic 
junction. 
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Zhou et al. and Gryko et al. represent the closest prior art. However, neither Zhou et al. 
nor Gryko et al. teach or fairly suggest an electronic junction as claimed comprising a layer of at 
least one metal and one metal oxide in electrical commimication with molecular units such that 
the conductance the metal/metal oxide changes reversibly in response to a redox reaction 
occurring between the layer' of metal/metal oxide and molecular units when a voltage is applied 
across the electronic junction.
